STEALING FOR TWELVE YEARS. 


A Massachusetts Savings Bank Treasurer 
{ in Disgrace. W 
Srockamtban, Mass., Jan. 3.— Charles 
Willis, for fifteen years Treasurer of the 
Stockbridge Savings Bank, is a defaulter to 
the extent of $25,000 or more. The exact 
ainount is not known, but .defalcations 
amounting to $23,800 have been brought to 
light so far. The stealing has been carried on 
with regularity for twelve or thirteen years, 
small amounts being taken at a time. 
When a depositor paid in $600, for instance, 
it was properly entered on his book, but set 
down as $400, say, on the bank’s record. As 
Willis was the only man regularly on duty in 
the bank he was able to pay each retiring de 
positor in full-and escape detection. The 
discovery was due to the suspicion 
and investigation of Bank Examiner 
E. P. Chapin ef Springfield, to whom 
Willis made a full confessiou. The news was 
broken to the nineteen mecorporators of the 
bank this morning and the whole town is 
upset, Willis being one of its most prominent 
and . citizens.

Decorum-—Each Justice Provided with a 
Body-Servant and a Secretary. — 
- Wasurnetox, D. C., Jan. 3.—[Special.}— 
One of the first things Associate-J ustice 
will do after his arrival in Washington will be 
to pay a visit to the court milliner. This is 4 
most important functionary to the members 
of the highest tribunal in the country, and no 
blushing débutante visits her dressmaker with

The milliner is a quaint old woman who 
lives in a. quaint part of Washington. Tradi- 
tion and long service attach to everybody and 
verything belonging to the United States 
Supreme Court, and even the woman who has 
plied the needle and thread on the silken 
robes of the Justices is not an exception. 
For forty years she has been : 
in this work. She has the monopoly 


ess enlarged of the business and need fear no rival. 


All the. gowns are alike, the only dif- 
ference being in the material, the Chief Jus- 
tice wearing black Chinese satin, while his as- 
sociates are robed in silk. Justice Brown’s 
gown, like that of his colleagues, will be made 
of wide straight widths. At the bottom it is 
three and a quarter yards wide and it comes 
down to the ankles. The gown has a nariow 
hem around the bottom and a straight one 
down the front. At the top is a yoke which 
is short on the shoulders and forms a deep 
scallop at the back. This yoke has a silk lin- 
ing between the outside and the inner one of 
silk. The sleeves are a yard and a quarter 
wide and reach to an inch below the wrists. 
The lining of the sléeves is formed by doub- 
ling the material at the bottom, turning it up 
on the inside, and plaiting it about a quarter 
of a yard above the bottom to a narrower silk 
lining, ‘which nicely fits the Justice’s arm. 
This arrangement makes the lower part of 
each sleeve appear to be a wide, loose puff. 
The sleeves are gauged to the yoke on the 
shoulders with many rows of narrow plaiting, 
but not so many as at the back of the gown, 
where it is a quarter of a — deep. For this 
artistic creation Justice Brown will hand the 
httle old worhan a hundred-dollar bill. 
Insist On a “Good Fit.“ 

No man is a hero to his valet, and. this httle 
old woman has not the awe of the Justices 
which the rest of the world entertains for 
them.

CONSUMPTION INCREASING. 


The State Board of Health Discusses the 
Question of Quarantihe or Isolation. 

Axvpany, N. I., Jan. 3.—It may be of inter- 
est to the thousands of consumptives in this 
State ana the hundreds of thousands through- 
out the country to know that health boards 
and sanitary experts are seriously considering 
the advisability of putting all those afflicted 
by the Great White Plague in the strictest 
of quarantines. as is now done with small-pox 
patients, and nota few sanitarians favor tho 
complete isolation of consumptives. The 
cause of this is the now accepted belief 
among physicians that consumption is more 
contagious than hereditary and is directly 
communicable from one person to another, 
through the active agency of its disease germs, 
the diminutive, rod-like bacilli. 


of mortality statistics have been confronted 
with the fact that consumption is annually 
killing off more. of the population than any 
other one disease or many groups of diseases. 
The New York State Board of Health records 
show that in 1885 there were 140 deaths due to 
consumption to every 1,000 dying during the 
year from all other causes. The total figures 
were: Deaths from all causes, 80,407; from 
consumption, 11,338.

THE SUIT OF MARSHALL FIELD & CO. 
TO SETTLE THF QUESTION. 


Members of Congress Are of the Opinion 
That the Supreme Court Will Att&ch 
Little Weight to the Omissions Com 
plained Of—The Pian of the Silver Sen- 
ators to Test the Validity of the Demon- 


Lively Week in the Senate. 
Wasmxorox, D. C., Jan, 3.—[ Special.] — 
The proposed suit of Marshall Field & Co. to 
test the validity of the Tariff law does not 
cause much flurty in official circles in Wash- 
ington. The New York importers have ar- 


ranged for a similar suit, hut it is assumed 


that some arrangement will be made for con- 
solidating them. The contention that the law 
is invalid because of the omission of what is 
known as ‘the tobacco clause or Sec. 30 may 
appear a strong one to cunstitutional lawyers, 
but legislators do not give much weight to 
opinions of this sort. The cases are so many 
in which omissions. accur that if the 
Supreme Court were to upset one law 
on u suit of ths kind it would proba- 
bly have nothmg eise to do for years 
but to pass on questions affecting the validity 
of the acts of Congress. River and Harbor 
bills and other measures carrying big appro- 
priations almost invariably need to have cor- 
rections of errors made. This is done by 
joint resolutions. The plan was followed only 
a few weeks ago, when Congress passed a joint 
resolution remedying the omission of tho to- 
bacco rebate clause. i 

The importers will probably be interested to 
learn that a question like the one which they 
propose to raise will come up soon in another 
shape. Ex-Senator Tabor and some of the 
Colorado mine-owners have had an agent in 
Washington for some time past with a bar of 
silver. They have been promising every day 
that he should present it at one of the 
mints and demand that it be 
coined. Their agent today took his silver bar 
to the Philadelphia mint. The mint officials 
refused to receive it because they knew 
of. no law authorizing free coinage. 
The mine-owners intend to apply for a 
mandamus compelling the mint officia!s to 
take the bar and coin it. Their contention is 
that silver was never demonetized; that the 
law of 1878, by which the silver dollar was 
dropped from the list of coins, is invalid be- 
cause of occurrences in conference committee 
similar to those which caused the omission in 
the Tariff bill. controversy about the 
law of 1878 has been fought over in Congress 
hundreds of times, but 2 ape mine- 
owners are rich enough to get the opinion of 
eminent lawyers that the act may be declared 
invalid, and the Supreme Court may have to 
pass on the question.

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WASHINGTON SOCIETY PRESENTS A 
CHARACTER OF ITS OWN. 


It Differs from the Society of Other Large 
Cities in That It Is Constantly Chang- 
ing—It Is Keyed Entirely in Accord 
with Officialism—Resident Families Not 
a Controlling Factor—Senator Pendleton 
as a Dinner-Giver. 

Wasuinetor, D. C., Jan. 3.—[Special.}— 
Washington society has often been described. 
Attempts have been made to represent its 
phases in the form of a novel. None of these 
representations have been regarded as strik- 
ingly successful. The difficulty in presenting 
accurate studies of the society at Washington 
are great on account of the change it is con- 
‘stantly undergoing. In that regard it differs 
in a great degree from the society of any 
of the other Capitals or great cities of the 
world, In the first place it is a society unin- 
fluenced by the powers of local families. It is 
keyed entirely in accord with officialism, which 
‘changes from year to year. The absence of 
anything like permanence in Washington offi- 
cial life is the basis of the constant changes 
found in the society of the Capital. A person 
who should come here and become well ac- 
quainted with the leading stars in society life 
in one season might come back at another and 


ingten have to keep constantly on the move to 
keep. acquainted with the new and controlling 
elements which are constantly replacing the 
outgoin; The influence that the White 
House has upon society is an indirect one. Its 
social side is strictly official. Th@President 
is more restrictea in his life than 
the average royal person of Europe. 
He seldom ever accepts invitations of 
any kind with the exception of an 
occasional one from some of his Cabinet ad- 
visers. The President goes into private houses 
so rarely that it can be practically said that he 
does not go at all. At an occasional wedding 
in an official family, where it 1s one of furmal 
church ceremony, the President and his wife 
are sometimes seen. There is not a reigning 
person in Europe who does not go to more 
private entertainments than does the Pres- 
ident of the United States. Where there are 
young people in the family of the President 
they naturally go everywhere. But the Pres- 
ident and his wife are practically outside of 
Washington y proper. 

Powers in Washington Society. 
The controlling and leading factors in Wash- 
— society are —first, the Vice-President; 

second, the Cabinet members’ families. 
For a long time—indeed, since the days of 
Schuyler Colfax—the second officer in the 
Government had been of no social import- 
ance. Mr. Morton has restored the prestige 
to the position of Vice-President by openi 
a great house and establishing, with the aid o 
rs. Morton, a system of ‘lavish hospitality. 
The Morton house is one of the most notable 
at present in Washington life. After theVice- 
President come the members of the Cabinet 
in their order. The misfortunes which have 
shadowed the households of several of these 
Ministers have subdued Washington society 
to a marked degree. The Justices of the Su- 
preme Court, who are permanent in their 
offices, do not constitute a great por- 
tion of society. They belong to the 
‘elderly branch. The entertaining done by the 
Justices is in the direction of dinners. They 
almost never give dancing receptions. The 
house of the Chief Jusiice is today one of the 
gayest of the Justices’ residences. ‘This is ow- 
ing to the fact that Mr. Fuller has several 
young daughters. Senators with their 
families represent the most ervative and 
permanent of the controlling influences. They 
really should come next to the Cabinet, and if: 
you were to consult the Senators’ wives you 
would believe that they should lead for the

The Chicago Poets, 

Chicago's Pegasus is sixteen hands high and 
can goin any sort of gait and in front ot anything. 
Poetry is like everything else. It has progressed 
and can stand all sorts of hard knocks and get up 
and go on singing. The poet of “yother days 
lived in the garret, wore his hair down on the 


back of his coat,and sighed and sobbed and rolled 


his eyes in ue frenzy and died-broken- 
hearted or starved to death. For in “ yother 
days the poet did nothing but versify. No gen- 
uine poet then ever earned anything save when 
the inciaipieeeiy wound him up and told him to 


go 
Chicago has some poets, but they would never 
be known as such by their looks, aceording to the 
old rule. They are well fed and dress like a Boara 
of Trade broker. They get together once amonth 
for mutual companionship. Well, so did some of 
the lights of “yother days,” but the lights of 
* yother dags used to imbi drunk—and 
proceed to dissect one another. The Chicago 
poets meet like club men. They wear evening 
dress and w ties and other raiment of fash- 
ionable ‘and cut. Each brings to the 
monthly at Kinsley's an poem. 
This is one of the requisites. They sit down to 
228 and the dinner is one 
of your club sort, prepared in a manner that 
would pléase the merchant princes and the 
bankers. Asthe viands warm up the inner man 
each poet arises and reads his own original 
poem without the slightest hesitancy, ‘ defal- 
cation, or discount. Then the poets smoke, tell 
a few stories, adjourn, and go home. The next 
day they are at business in business clothes. One 
actually wears a sack-coat: One is a lawyer and 
is noted for being a good collector. Think of it— 
a poet j an execution in your face! The 
other is a newspaper man—a hard-working, plain, 
newspaper man. Another is a business- 
man, and so on. And they pay for their dinners. 
The publishers don’t have that to do, as they did 
for several literary lights of fame of “ yother 


Napoleon on Talleyrand. 

The publication of the Talieyrand Memoirs, the 
first installment of which appears in the January 
Century, brings to mind the estimate which Na- 
poleon put upon Talleyrand after the Emperor 
knew him better than any other man. 

Sitting in his bath one day at St. Helena, the 
exile admitted, Dr. Barry O' Meara, as he fre- 
quently did un such occasions, and opened one of 
his running conversations. Talleyrand’s name 
was mentioned. “@alleyrand,” said Napoleon on 
this occasion, is one of the vilestof jobbers, a 
base flatterer. He is a corrupt man who has be- 
trayed all parties and versons. Wary and cir- 
cumspect; always a traitor, but always in con- 
spiracy with fortune. Talleyrand treats his en- 
emies as if they were one day to become his 
friends; and his friends as if they were to become 
his enemies, He is a man of talent, but venal in 
everything. Nothing could be done with him but 
by means of bribery. The Kings of Wurtemberg 
and Bavaria made so many complaints of his 
rapacity and axtortion that I took His portfeuille 
from hinr;moreover, I found that he had divulged 
to some intrigants a most important secret which I 
had confidedtohimalone. . . . WhenI returned 
from Elba .Talleyrand wrote me from Vienna, 
offerim: his services and to betray the Bourbons, 
— I would pardon and restore him to 

vor.“ 
Nothing, save the divorce, in the history of 
Napoleon has been so severely criticised as the 
of the Duke d’Enghein, which 
occurred when the Emperor was in position to 
save the unfortunate young man. That he failed 
to do it Napoleon blamed Talleyrand. Dr. 
O’Meara’ asked the .exile if it were true that 
Talleyrand had retained a letter written by the 
Duke to him’ until two days after the Duke’s 
execution. The reply was: It is true. The 
Duke had written a letter, offering his services 
and asking a command in the army from me, 
which that scelerato (miscreant) Talleyrand did 
not make known until two s after his execu- 
tion. . . . Talleyrand is a briccone (villain) 


Again he said to O'Meara: “The triumph of 
Tallyrand is the triumph of immorality. A 
priest united to another man’s wife, and who 
has vaid her husband a large sum of money to 
leave her with him. A man who has sold every- 
thing, betrayed. everybody, and every side. I 
forbade his wife the court because she was a dis- 
reputable character.” 

Dr. O'Meara asked Napoleon one day if it were 
true that Talleyrand had proposed to have all the 

assassinated. ‘“ Yes,” was the reply; 
“Talleyrand proposed and offered to have it ef- 
fected. The sum demanded was a million of 
francs for each.” . : 

Napoleon, in discussing Robespierre, Murat, and 
others, said: that they were honest in their fanati- 
cism, and cite@in proof the fact that, while they 
were up to theirelbows in blood, they would not 
take so much as. piece, of from their vic- 
tims. “If Pitt had offered 2 aoe Sed 
millions,” said Napoleon, to save a life they 
would have refused it with indignation. Not so 
Talleyrand, Danton, Barrere, and Fouche. Tal- 
leyrand was the vilest of the jobbers—a corrupt 
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In the first’ place, it was almost impossible to 
get good . servants at any price; and here let me 
say that my husband never questions or stints my 
housekeeping expenses. When I did get servants 
who knew the business I found it impossible to 
keep them: They were rolling stones. They 
quarreled with each other. They were always on 
the watch for a chance to impose upon me from 
the moment they discovered that I was disposed 
to treat them considerately.

No. 2 struck at the ond of the 
first week for an assistant to wash dishes and pare 
potatoes. I gave her a week's notice, whereupon 
she left at once. No. 3 positively refused to let 
me have anything to say about the marketing or 
the meals. After she was gone we found the ash- 
pot under the range half-full of china. It was 
easier to throw it there than wash it. No. 4 
wouldn’t stay because she couldn’t have the best 
white castile soap to scrubthe kitchen floor. 

“So much for céoks. And it was not plain sail- 
ing by any means with the other servants, though 
they were better. My husband had all sorts of 
trouble with coachmen, and we could get no sort 
of satisfactory use of our carriage and horses. 

The result was that we held a council of war, 
my husband and I. We decided that with our 
handsome house, our servants, our horses and car- 
riage, and our enormous household expenses we 
were getting mighty little enjoyment out of life. We 
decided that we were sick of keeping a boarding- 
house for servants. We have sold our house, our 
horses, and our carriage. May 1 we shall move 
into an apartment house. We shall keep two 
girls. We shall get our milk of a milkman and 
our carriage of a livyeryman. Weshall save about 
$5,000 a year in household expenses, and we shall 
not be dependent upon servants. And we really

Tae report of mortality ‘a New York City 
for last year; printed in Tun Trisunz of Sat- 
urday, contains some Katements which com- 
pare unfavorably with the death rate in Chi- 
eago. The number of deaths reported for 
1890 in New York was 40,230, which is 24.66 
per 1,000 on a population of 1,520,000, and 
would be much more than that on the basis of 
the census count. The official lists for this 
city are not yet completed. The Health De- 
partment has furnished them for the first 
eleven months, and a corresponding allowance 
for December would give a total for the year 
of but a trifle over 2 per cent, or less than one 
in forty-nine. This isa much more healthy 
city than New York, in spite of the fact 
that the percentages there average slightly 
less than for 1889, and the people 
on Manhattan Island seem to have enjoyed 
comparative immunity from scarlet-fever, 
diphtheria, and whooping-cough, while there 
were fewer cases of measles, But bronchitis, 
pneumonia, and phthisis, which are so closely 
related that they are often confounded even 
by the medical man, roll up a total of 12,491, 
or nearly a third of the whole list, while heart- 
disease is credited with about as many as the 
nearly 2,000 ascribed to bronchitis. The 
deaths hete from those causes are compara- 
tively few, a fact which speaks volumes for 
the healthfulness of our city, where the pure 
lake breeze on the one hand and the free 
sweep of winds from the West on the other 
much more than compensate for the omission 
of the authorities to keep the streets clear of 
mud and the alleys of ashes and garbage. 


CHICAGO AND TAMMANY. - 
The figures of the Tammany Board of Esti- 


mate and Apportionment for New York City 


published yesterday in Tun Tarsunz may 
well alarm those who are following the lead 
of Mayor Cregier and Controller Onahan. 
The total estimate for running the City of 
New York for the current year is $36,000,000. 
Chicago, which has three-fourths as many 
people as New York and a larger area, gets 
along with an annual expenditure of $13,000,- 
000. Our Tammanyites could spend more. 
They would spend more. But, thanks to the 
law and the Constitution, they cannot get any 
more to spend. 

If Chicago was taxed in proportion to New 
York for municipal purposes we would spend 
$26,000,000 yearly... The rate of taxation would 
thus be doubled. 

This is what the Cregierites are aiming at. 
They wish to increase the indebtedness and to 
repeal the constitutional provision preventing 
such increase. Under Tammany New York’s 
debt has reached a total of 8148, 124, 2161 To 
meet the interest on this the enormous sum of 
$5,151,008 is called for. Chicago’s debt is 
about $13,000,000, The interest on this is not 
embarrassmg. But the rainbow “reformers ”’ 
would run the indebtedness of Chicago close 
to the New York figures if they could. 
They have been calling for more money ever 
since Cregier has been Mayor, and New York 
and New York's ‘Tammany are their models. 
Cregier in his messages and in his recom- 
mendations has talked about “devising 
means for obtaining more money for mu- 
nicipal purposes: Marsh, Purdy, Onahan, 
McGann,. and Wickersham have chimed in 
chorus, They want more policemen, more 
money fer contractors, more bridgetenders, 
more inspectors, more lesches of every kind, 
and higher salaries. They have howled be- 
cause the law and the Constitution prevented 
them going ahead on their schemes of extrav- 
agance, which are close akin to plunder, Let 
them howl. 


useful and commendable purposes we appro- 
priate more in proportion than New York 
does, Thus for the maintenance of public 
schools New York appropriates only about 
$4,500,000. Our sehool appropriation for this 
year slightiy exeeeds this figure, and nobody 
doubts that the money is well spent. Where 
the New York Tammany gets in its work 
is in the matter of police appropriations and 
salaties. It will be only necessary to glance a 
few days hence on the estimates of Superin- 
tendent Marsh, Commissioner Purdy, and 
Dr. Wickersham for confirmation on this 
point. It will be Well to keep up the bars 
against the tax devourers. Tammany is not a 
good model fer Chicago taxpayers. Nor are 
the Chicago Tammanyites safe people to in- 
trust with ee of municipal government. 


- SPECULATION IN WALL STREET. 

Another page of this issue conteins a sum- 
mary of the transactions of last year on the 
Stock Exchange in Wall street. The table 
shows the number of stocks and the price 
range in each case, the latter being wider than 
usual, as might have been expected from the 
causes operating in the market. The early 
months of the year were among the dullest 
ever known, the whole list of — 
sagging for lack of support, the mem ip 
of the exchange haying such a poor business 
that it hardly paid office expenses in any case 
and many talked of dropping it for some 
more profitable employment, All this was 
changed with the incoming cf the spring ex- 
 citement. due to the expectation of a great 
extension of the ver coinage.

These figures will serve to convey a faint idea 
of the tremendous amounts that are risked in 
the maelstrom of Wall street, but they are far 
from telling the whole story. The figures pre- 
sented do not cover the speculative transac- 
tions in farm produve (except cotton), nor do 
they contain an inkling of the expenses at- 
tending the various operations, which can be 
intelligently guessed at only by the veteran 
habitué of the market. Perhaps if the, men 
who send their money there knew how large a 
percentage it takes to run the machine, all of 
which has to be paid out of their pockets col- 
lectively if not individually, they would vent- 
ure far less in an arena where the costs go on 
forever, no matter which side wins or loses. 


REGISTRATION AND AN HONEST BALLOT. 

The earnest men who are devising a bill for 
the adoption of the Australian ballot system, 
especially for this county and the other con- 
siderable centers of population throughout the 
State, have a rather difficult task before them, 
and they will do well to act conservatively. 
There is no doubt as to the desirability. of ap- 
plying the principle of the Australian ballot 
system. But how is it to be applied, with our 
numerous parties and factions of parties and 
our multiple form of government, so as to 
give most satisfaction and promote least fric- 
tion? It is desirable that the voter should be 
protected against intimidation either of the 
employer, the ward bosses, or the corner grog- 


gery-keeper. The Australian system will do |: 


that. It will also diminish bribery. Politi- 
cians will not pay for votes that cannot surely 
be delivered. But perhaps the best feature of 
the whole system is that it would abolish the 
ticket peddling and ticket assessment scan- 
dals. The State would print the ticket and 
the mercenary peddler would be a thmg of 
the past through the adoption of the principle. 
This would be a great relief to respectable 
and honest men, who are prevented from be- 
coming candidates because of the exactions of 
the printing and peddling leeches. Dishonest 
men do not care about these exactions, as 
they hope to recoup themselves in office by 
boodling. They have done so in the past, to 
the disgrace of the community and to the 
mauifest disadvantage of the people. 

But the adoption of the Australian system 
will not in itself give us honest or fair elec- 
tions. The promoters of the law will do well 
to bear this in mind. They must go further 
back. An honest registration must précede 
an honest ballot. The present registration 
system is right in principle, but the law relat- 
ing to it is defective in many of its details. It 
ought to be the aim of Judge Tuley and his 
associates to improve it. In the first place 
there should be more ample opportunity for 
the transfer of names from one registry to an- 
other in case of removal. The change ‘ought 
to be permitted at any time after removal 
and the legal time of residence within a pre- 
einet. There ought to be at least two days of 
registration for every election, and some plan 
should be devised for bringing the last day of 
registration nearer to the day of election. 
Then, again, the clerks ought to have more 
time for making inquiries before sending out 
the suspect lists, and the examination in refer- 
ence to those suspects ought to be more strict, 
formal, and deliberate than it has bee 
all there should be a provision for putting all 
lawful voters on the jury lists, so that citizens 
who avoid their duty at the polls should not be 
able to escape the jury-box. 

The law should be amended in these re- 
spects during the forthcoming session. With 
a proper and honest registration law and the 
Australian ballot system we might look for 
satisfactory elections in Chicago. ‘But amend- 
ments of the Registration law ought to pre- 
cede the new system of balloting or go hand 
in hand with it. 


REFORM IN GEOGRAPHICAL SPELLING. 

The United States Board on Geographical, 
Names, authorized by the President last Sep- 
tember, and consistuig of ten prominent mem- 
bers of the United States Coast and Geodetic 
Survey, the State, Treasury, War, Navy, and 
Post-Office Departments, the Smithsonian 
Institution, and Geological Survey, has 
issued ite first bulletin, in which are set forth 
the principles adopted for guidance in deter- 
mining the officiai form of geographical 
names, In general these principles are spell- 
ing and pronunciation sanctioned by local 
usage and the same form where names have 
been changed or corrupted. Where a choice 
is offered between two or more names for the 
same locality, all sanctioned by local usage, 
the most euphonious is to be adopted. In 
countries using the Roman characters names 
are to be rendered in the form of the country 
having jurisdiction, except when there are 
already English equivalents fixed by usage. 
The board also decides that the vowels in all 
names shall be pronounced as in Italian and 
on the Continent of Europe generally, while 
the consonants shall be pronounced as in 
English, as for example: 

A should have the sound of ah, as in father: e 
should always be sounded asin men, i as in ra- 
vine, o as in mote, u like double o in boot, ai like 
the English i in ice, au like ow in how; e and ch 
always soft, k being substituted when the hard 
sound is desired; g always hard. j being used for 
the soft sound; kh and gh, Oriental gutturals, and 
y always as & consonait. The letter q is never 
employed, kw being substituted for qu. In short, 
each letter and dipthong, according to the rules 
of the Government hoard, bas one distinct and un- 


varying sound, which, of course, greatly simplifies 
the matter of pronunciation.

England is due to the difficulty of obtaining 
employment by men who have no trade in 
their fingers, as the lines of trades-unionism are 
drawn much more closely in that country than 
in the United States. But the great majority 
of those who compose the blackést part of the 
dark picture which was drawn by another 
hand than that ef Gen. Booth are intractables. 
They are creatures who not only do not want 
to work but hate it so much that they will not 
perform any if itcan be avoided. They are 
human rats, scavengering for a living, consti- 
tutionally idle all the time, and dissipated at 
every chance they get either by begging or 

stealing the means for gratifying their appe- 
tites. Utterly insensible to virtuous impulse, 
unable to appreciate the possibility 
of a motive for continuous exer- 
tion, and even affecting to despise 
those who are willing to endure the 
drudgery of toil, though it be to earn bread 
for self and family, the denizen of the London 
slum is an outcast from society and would, 
at the first opportunity, place himself outside 
its pale if forced within it. Moral suasion has 
no more effect on him than has the pouring 
of water on the back of a duck. The only 
argument to which he is susceptible is that of 
physical coercion so complete that the auto- 
cratic Booth would not be allowed to resort to 
in a land where the humblest crossing-sweeper 
has successfully asserted his freedom to abuse 
noblemen on the street and defied punish- 
ment, though in the exercise of his calling 


he deliberately spattered mud on the men 1 


who refused to pay him for standing idly a 
few hours each day with a broom in his hand 
at a public crossing. 

Booth has made the radical mistake of sup- 
posing that he could sway those outcasts and 
bend them to his will as he does the recruits 
to his Salvation Army. He exacts from the 
latter blind obedience, but forgets that they 
belong to a far different class of mortals. His 
followers may be tinged with fanaticism, but 
at least they are animated by a desire to have 
assured to them a regular subsistence and are 
willing to work for it. Their mental grain is 
sufficiently fine to enable him to depend on 
them after a three months’ course of training 
for blind subserviency to his dictates. They 
have been in the harness before and can easily 
adapt themselvesto adifferent set. Probably 
the children of the trampelement could be 
trained up to act in a similar way, but the 
old ones never. They have been idle too long 
to permit them voluntarily to submit their 
necks to the yoke of labor. They do not love 
work and cannot be taught to love it. On the 
first provocation they would drift back to the 
slums of London and nobody could stop 
them. Itis impossible to ‘get labor from them 
except under compulsion, and that cannot be 
applied except for proved infractions of the 
law. 

The sober second thought of the English 
people has already repudiated Booth and his 
plans for the regeneration of the lower classes. 
On the first impulse many of them came to 
his assistance with money and words of en- 
couragement, sinking their dislike of his char- 
latanism in the sympathetic hope that he had 
found the solution of the problem which each 
year weighs more heavily upon their minds. 
They were mistaken, but are not to be blamed 
for it, because their action was generous and 
sprung from an unselfish motive. 


DONNELLY’S CRYPTOGRAM DEMOLISHED. 

It will be conceded on all hands that Dr. 
William J. Rolfe, the eminent Shakspearean 
scholar, whose editions of the plays are 
or should be in every library, plays sad 
havoc with Mr. Donnelly and his crypto- 
gram in the January issue of thé North 
American Review... Perhaps now that 
the eryptogram already is accumulat- 
ing dust on the shelves and has passed out of 
sight as a nétme-days’ wonder, Mr. Rolfe's 
accomplishment is like ‘breaking a fly upon 
the wheel, but it must be taken into account 
that Mr. Rolfe is a scholar ana works not only 
with the scholar’s thoroughness but with the 
scholar’s leisure, so that his task when done 
shall be complete. No one can read “A Wit- 
ness for William Shakspeare and question 
that the testimony is complete and exposes Mr. 
Donnelly’s cryptogram as the cunning work 
of a professional romarcer.: 

Mr. Rolfe’s exposition proceeds upon the 
assumption of Donzelhy and the Baconians 
that the folio of “1623' was edited by Bacon, 
being a revised and corrected: edition of 
his plays in the form he wished them hand- 
ed down to posterity, and upon the counter as- 
sumption of the Shakspeareana that the folio 
was a collection of Shakspeare’s plays made 


seven years after his death by two of his fal- 


low-actors who utilized stage manuscripts, 
who were too ignorant te make the requisite 
corrections, and who had no skill in editing. 
The latter is Mr. Rolfe’s theory and he fully 
establishes his claim that there is internal evi- 
dence sufficient to show the plays could nc? 
have been revised or edited by any person 
who had the slightest experience in editing, 
printing, or publishing. We have not the space 
to follow Mr. Rolfe through the multiplicity 
of details with which he establishes not only 
the ignorance of those who edited the plays, 
but also the ignorance of Mr. Donnelly in 
utilizing the multitude of these very errors as 
materia! for his silly cipher. It is sufficient 
that the folio abounds in errors of spelling, in 
transformations of words, transpositions of 
lines, disarrangements of scenes, confusion of 
the dramatis persone with the actors them- 
selves, and general typographical derange- 
ment. The foreign words, in many cases, are 
due to crass ignorance. The itregular paging, 
upon which Donnelly lays such stress as a part 
of the Baconian cipher, is due to the wretch- 
ed proof-reading. The mumber of wrong and 
suspicious readings in this folio is over 20,000. 
The wretched editing also is shown by the 
retention of matter for which Shakspeare 
had substituted revisions, this being due to 
the use of old stage manuscripts as copy for 
the printer. And yet upon this hodge-podge 
of careless and ignorant typographical work 
and slovenly editing Donnelly builds up his 
cryptogram! No wonder that Mr. Rolfe sa- 
tirically comments as follows :.

It is almost incredible that Mr. O’Brien 
seriously entertained this audacious proposal, 
If it were acquiesced in what is there to pre- 
vent Mr. Parnell from maintaining the actual 
leadership after he is reélected by the ma- 
jority? His methods and actions during the 
last month or six week justify the belief that 
he has no scruples of conscience or honor. 
He would deem his reélection a complete 


“vindication.” Being “vindicated,” he would 


deem it a duty to hold on. Even if he did 
not continue as the public leader he would 
continue to be the real leader as the result 
of the comprouiise. If Mr. O’Brien should 
be weak enough to consent to the campro- 
mise he would be weak enough to act as Mr. 
Parnell’s puppet. 

As such Mr. Gladstone and the English Lib- 
eral leaders would not codperate with Mr. 
O’Brien and his party. The English Liberal 


‘masses would not tolerate such codperation. 


It is also more than likely that high-minded 
men of the Irish party like Mr. Dillon, Mr. 
McCarthy, and Mr. Knox would retire from 
the struggle in Ireland and allow Mr. Parnell 
and his hillside men and the Dublin and 


Cork brewers und publicans to carry on a 


guerrilla agitation which could not command 
the support of any considerable number of 
thoughtful or substantial men.

The fact that some 
of the latter are willing to pay big rates of in- 
terest for the use of the money on call is an 
added temptation, and the victim is not aware 
till too late that therein lies an element of 
grave danger. A few days ago it was 
proposed that an official examination of 
the affairs and conditions of private 
banks should be provided for, and the ques- 
tion turned on whether or not it is advisable 
to make this éompulsory. No doubt if such

per cent in speculative securities, but 
the Chicago real-estate market went 
through it unseathed.

Prices are as firmly held 
as they were three months ago. There are 
few instances where there have been many 
concessions in owners’ ideas of values; there 
are many instances wiiere it will 
take more money to buy property to- 
day than it would have taken before 
there were any indications of a commercial 
convulsion. The financial situation, however, 
is now well on the road toward improvement, 
and with returning confidence are coming 
signs of renewed activity in real estate.

Estimates as to the Increase in Values Dur- 
ing the Year. 

What per cent of increase do the values of 
Chicago real estate today show over the values 
of a year ago? 

Opinions of competent judges vary, some 
estimates placing the general average increase 
during the last year as high as 50 or 75 
per cent, while more conservative 
estimates give from 15 to 25 per 
cent as a general rate of advance. 
Hundreds of instances can be cited of sales 
showing phenomenal advances in values dur- 
ing asingle year. This is especially true in 
regard to property which was affected by the 
World’s Fair boom or in outside acre tracts 
which have been_ developed in some pe- 
culiar manner. Speculatiog in property 
around Jackson Park or on Cottage Grove 
avenue opposite Washington Park ran so 
high that transfers of property, made but a 
few days apart showed advances of 300 and 400 
per cent. These prices have gradual 22

The most striking actual advances have 
been inade in outside acre tracts. New 
developments , in the way of better 
transportation facilities or the location of 
manufacturing interests bring about aston- 
ishing advances in values.

Back 
along about 50 or 51 there was some talk 
about the founding of a Northwestern Uni- 
versity, for Chicago was just as much of a 


one of the first to propose the idea, 
and it was readily taken up. A meet- 
ing was held in Judge [Grant] Good- 
rich’s office, at which many of rep- 


resentative men of Chicago’s 12,000 p’ ula- 
tion were present. The matter was thoroughly 
discussed, and finally a resolution was adopted 
that a suburban site for institution be 
secured. Before setting about this it was de- 
cided to incorporate the names of the trustees 
in a charter which should be secured. The 
Legislature was petitioned and the charter 
under which the university still carries on its 
work was obtained. 

Then came the question of location. At 
that time numerous surveys were being made 
for the proposed Chicago and Milwaukee rail 
road and there was endless speculation as to 
what direction the road would take. I ob- 
tained an interview with W. S. Gurnee, the 
manager, and under a pledge of the strictest 
confidence and secrecy I got the exact loca- 
tion of the line. We immediately hased 
400 acres from Dr. J. H. Foster. tract 
was twelve miles north of Chicago and a 
solitary farmhouse was the only building 
upon it. 

From that time until 1853 there was much 
preparation, and in that year construction was 
commenced, In consideration of my services 
in securing a site and otherwise assisting the 
college the trustees devided at one of their 
meetings to name the town Evanston.

Ruskin's Objection to an American Edition 
Finally Overcome—Photographs of the 
Great Critic That Tell the Story of His 
Gradual Subjugation by Bad Temper— 
Mr. Stead as He Prints Himself in His 
“Review of Reviews.” ; 

New Yorx, Jan. 2.—[Special Correspond- 
ence, }—The publishers are, as a rule, looking 
back over the last year with more or less sat- 
isfaction. It has produced no epoch-making 
books, perhaps, but it has made a good aver- 
age. The books that have made the most talk 
and have had the largest sales aro Rudyard 
Kipling’s stories, Jerome K. Jerome’s non- 
sense, Ward McAllister’s Society as I Have 
Found It,” f. Drummond’s The Great- 
est Thing in the World,” Stanley's Through 
Darkest Africa, and Gen. Booth’s In Dark- 
est England.“ I give these books not in the 
‘order of their importance, but rather in the 
order of their publication. The sales of books 
by the retail dealers at Christmas time were 
good, not startling, but not discouraging, 
either. The best sellmg books were usually 
the best books. Nor were they holiday vol- 
umes made up to catch the eye and deplete 
the purse, but sets of standard authors and 
the like. 

$25,000 for a Poem, 

Sir Edwin Arnold’s poem, “ The Light of the 
World,” was to have flashed upon us before 
this, but his publishers both here and in En- 
gland are holding it back to await the ac- 
tion of the Senate in regard to the 
International Copyright law. If the Ameri- 
can publishers have paid what was asked for 
the poem, which was $256,000, they will do well 
to wait until they can get the protection of 
the law for their property. But I thought 
that it was copyrighted in this country. When 
the manuscript was offered at this enormous 
price the agent who had itin charge assured 
the publishers to whom it was offered that it 
was thoroughly protected by the law. I don’t 
know whether he explained how this was 
brought about, but he must have convinced 
Messre. Funk & Wagnzlls that he spoke by 
the card or they would hardly have paid so 
large a sum for it. It may be that some 
American was to have written in a line here 
and there. Prof. Drummond’s new book is 
78 — be copyrighted, but I don't know how 

is done.

Ruskin Wants No Cheap Editions. 


The first edition of Ruskin’s notes pub- 
lished in this country by his authority is the 
Brantwood edition which Charles E. Merrill 
& Co. have ready today. It is printed by 
George Allen of London and — 
beautifully poses as is everything chat comes 
from that ideal press and bound in New York. 
The edition is made especially for Clfarles E. 
Merrill & Co. and bears their name on the 
title page. Each volumd contains an intro- 
duction by Charles Eliot Norton of Cambridge 
Mass., who is the intimate personal frichd of 
Mr. Ruskin, and who, from his knowledge of 
Mr. Ruskin and art, was the wisest choice that 
could have been made for the purpose. 

It was by the merest chance that Mr. Rus- 
kin gave his consent to an American edition 
of his works, and I fancy that it was largely 
through influence of his publishers that the 
consent was given: Heretofore the only edi- 
tion of Ruskin within the means of a moder- 
ate income was the unauthorized American 
reprint of John Wiley & Sons. I am quite 
sure, indeed the senior Mr. Wiley has told me 
so more than once; that he wanted Mr. 
Ruskin’s consent and wrote to him for it, offer- 
ing him a price for the privilege, but that 
notional art critic flatly refused to have any- 
thing to do with an American publisher or a- 
cheap edition of his works. Mr. Wiley has this 
letter framed and yr — on his office wall. 
Many a copy of this edition has found its way 
to England ia the trunks of traveling En- 
glishmen whose consciences were more elastic 
than their pocketbooks. Of course the Amer- 
ican reprint does not compare to this English 
printed edition of the Merrills’ and it is only a 
tew cents cheaper. Then there is a moral sat- 
isfaction in buying an “ authorized” edition 
of the book that is worth more then the differ- 
ence in money. The first volume of the new 
Brantwood edition is “The Seven Lamps of 
Architecture, and Mr. Norton in his intro- 
duction handles the pirated editions and 
their publishers with severity. 

At length,“ he exclaims with evident satis- 
faction, an edition of Mr. Rushin’s princi- 
1 works is to be issued in a style approved 

y him, and from the sale of which he is to de- 
rive profit, It is a tardy attempt to deal hon- 
estly by one to whom just and honorable treat- 
ment has been so long denied, and to whom 
so large a debt, alike moral and material, is 
due. Mr. Norton then goes on to sum up 
the services Mr. Ruskin has rendered his gen- 
eration. “‘His literary ambitions,” says he, 
“have been subordinate to his wish to do 


The present volume is 


worthy record of the life and faith of nations.“ 
The book was published in 1849, when the 
author was 30 years old. Mr. Norton admits 
that it displays the ardor and exuberance of 
comparative youth alike in its literary style 
and in the zeal of its moral enthusiam,” but 
at the same time he believes that the funda- 
mental doctrine of the book is sound.“ 
Pictures of the Famous Critic. 
Curiously enough the forthcoming number 
of the Magazine of Art will contain the first 
of a series of articles on the portraits of John 
Ruskin.“ The first of three portraits is by 
James Northcote, R. A., and represents Mr. 
Ruskin at the tender age of 34¢ years. He is 
a sweet-looking chubby baby, with bare arms, 
in a low-necked dress; he is trippmg gayly 
across a lawn with a little dog snapping play- 
fully at his toes. In the next we have him at 
the age of 5, and painted by the same artist, 
but how cha zare the surroundings! In- 
stead of the neat muslin gown he is posed 
naked in an awkward attitud’ with his hand 
on the head of a black satyr who is tickling 
the sole of his (Ruskin’s) foot with a straw, 
or the stem of a flower. From this 
picture to the next is a long jump. It was 
painted by George Richmond in 1842, and 
‘ives us the handsome, enthusiastic youth. 
‘he next, 1857, shows the handsome but more 
thoughtful face. Then comes the photograph 
of 1866 with .its thoughtful eyes, but rather 
peevish mouth, with an etching in 1876 in which 
there is legs thought and more peevishness. 
The frontispiece of the nuin ber is a photograph 
from Sir J. E. Millais’ well-known painting, 
made in 1853, at the height of Ruskin’s vogue. 
It gives us‘a rather clerical looking young 
man dressed in a long frock coat and carryi 
a wide rimmed soft felt hatin his hand 
ing by the side of a babbling brook. The ex- 
pression on his face is one of determination— 
apparently of determination.to retrace his 
steps rather than ford the stream and imperil 
that immaculate suit of clothes.

The oldest man in the world is a citizen of 
Bogota, in the Republic of San Saivador. 
This new Methuselah declares that he is 180 
years old, and it would seem he flatters him- 
self, for his neighbors give the assurance that 
he is older than he says he is. 

He is a half-breed named Michael Solis, 
whose existence was revealed to Dr. Louis 
Hernandez by one of the oldest planters in the 
locality, who as a child knew Solis as a cen- 
tenarian. They have found in 1712 his signa- 
ture 22 those of persons who contributed 
to the building of a ciscan convent which 
exists near San Sebastian. His skin is like 
parchment, his hair of the whiteness of 
snow envelops his head like a turban, and his 
look is so keen that it made a disagreeable im- 
pression on the doctor.

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GHOSTS. 
DREADFUL TALE OF A HAUNTED MAN 
IN NEWTON COUNTY, MISSOURI. 
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Wraiths of His Murderous Uncle’s and 
Fathers Victims Appear After Many 
Years to Unseat Young Robert Weston’s 
Reason—The Crowning Horror of Three 
Assassinations Sufficiently Bloody to Suit 
the Most Fastidious Taste, 

Canrnaen, Mo., Jau. 1.—[Special Cor- 
respondence.] Newton County, in the south- 
western part of this State, and the whole 
country adjacent thereto have been thrown 
into the wildest state of excitement and terror 
by a series of uncanny events that have not 
their parallel in Missouri’s history. 

Two ghosts, a male and a female, keep 
nightly vigil in a lonely farmhouse that has 
already been made memorable by two cold- 
blooded crimes. These two spooks not only 
keep this nightly watch over the old house and 
its environments but they court company and 
seem eageréo fraternize and converse with 
those of flesh and blood. Nay, more. Once 
one of these ghosts even crawled into bed with 
a man, giving him such a fright that he be- 
came crazy and is today an inmate of Asylum 
No. 3 at Nevada, this State. This occured 
only last summer. 

A few miles east of Neosho is the old Weston 
homestead, the only survivor of the family 
whose patronymic the place bears being Rob- 
ert Weston, he who is now contined in 
the madbouse and with whom this story 
deals. The old place is still his, of course, 
but a guardian, from -whom the facts here 
narrated were obtained, now has the custody 
of it. It is as fine a 320 acres of farm land as 
there is in the West, yet it might as well be a 
desert for all the good it is doing any one, as 
- ghosts allow no tenant to retain possession 

ng. 

For four months now a sign To Let“ has 
been nailed to the front of the house. Dozens 
of persons, attracted by that sign and the in- 
viting appearance of the place itself, have 
negotiated to rent tne property, but it is still 
unlet and the house vacant. Many never 
entered the place, ne heard the tales gar- 
rulous 3 told, while a few, either not 
believing grewsome history or having no 
faith in ghosts, moved in, but they very soon 
moved away again.

The stranger was assigned to 
the loft, toshare the bed with Richard, the 
eldest, then a strapping young fellow of 22. 

That night Richard Weston disappeared. 

At daybreak the next morning old 
Weston called up the steep kitchen stairs to 
the stranger to come to breakfast. There was 
no response. old man then went up- 
stairs to rouse his guest. When he red 
into the room where the bed was a sight that 
froze his blood met his eyes. The stranger 
was dead. He had n foully murdered. 
The body lay in a 15 of blankets, cold and 
stiff, all red with blood, in the center of 
the floor, which was also stained with the dead 
man’s life-fluid. The throat was gaping 
wide with a cruel knife wound. 

John, Henry, Richard, rose the old man’s 
voice, as he took in the horrible scene in all 
its details. Steps were heard hurrying up the 
stairs, and a moment later the heads of his 
two sons appeared above the floor, and Henry 
and John leaped into the room.

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STORIES OF THE MEN WHO GUARD 
THOSE OF CHICAGO THEATERS. 


Jack Lyon’s Encounter with the English- 
‘man—The Story ef Old Sam Woodson’'s 
Death—Marie Jansen and the Persistent 
Young Man—Bob Hilliard and His Im- 
aginary Adorers—One Way of Eluding 
the Doortenders. 


The entrances to the different theaters are 
familiar to everyone, but how many have 
seen the stage doors? Playgoers enter on 
prominent streets beneath ornamental arches 
glittering with electric lights; but the players 
who entertain them find their way along blind 
alleys on strips of narrow planks where they 
cannot walk abreast, and then dive into dark 
stairways that lead to basement dressing-rooms. 
At the front is the manager in full dress, gen- 
erally scintillating with his beloved diamonds. 
What a contrast is afforded by the function- 
ary in the rear who is indifferent to the 
charms of dress, is often unshaven, and in 
many other ways unlovely. Yet he is not un- 
happy, because he is invested with authority. 
In his gloomy domain he reigns as a despot; 
he is the high priest guarding the mysteries of 
that sacred region—stageland. 

Not always was his station 80 important as 
it is today. Only since the time of Garrick 
has the stage been barred to the inquisitive 
public. Before his time the fops and dandies 
were permitted to lounge behind the scenes, 
beset the dressing-rooms and green-rooms (an 
institution practically no longer existing) be- 
longed to them as well as to the players. Not 
only did gilded youth have all these 
priv but — usurped a 
great deal of the stage itself,as they sat about 
it in a semicircle, making a frame for the 
actors during the performance. hen Shak- 
speare acted at the Globe he was thus hemmed 
about by the wits and the witless of the 
day, who probably poked fun at him 
when be tried to portray the troubles 
of Old Adam in ou Like It.” 
Many a pretty actress was chucked under the 
chin when she made a happy hit; and there 
was many a quarrel between rival dandies, 
and swords were drawn, and the matter per- 
* was settled amicably over a snuff-box. 

ut Garrick put an end to those old fash- 
ions, and since his time the entrance to the 
age has yearly become more jealous of its 
rivacy. Only one class of modern citizens has 
eplored this exclusiveness—the genus dude. 
He is a wretched creature compared with his 
antique prototype, the dandy. There is no 
1 for him; but he is compelled to 
ock his heels ina sloppy alley. For him 
machines of torture have been devised by 
doortenders. At the Columbia a number of 
sprinklers (intended originally in case of fire) 
ere 8» arranged that they may shed a 
rain-storm which in a second will clear 
the alley leading to the stage door. 
There 1s a more homely weapon of attack at 
Hooley’s, but one that was found effective in 
the days When Evangeline and Adonis 
brought crowds to the back door of the theater 
as well as to the front. This is merely a pow- 
erful hose. Harmless though it looks, the 
dides hate it as the hostiles do a Gatling gun, 
for no silk hat ever has been known to sur- 
vive its drenching. 

There is no appliance at all in the alley 

ing from Clark street westward to the stage 

oor of the Chicago Opera-House. But here

is another kind of terror to be found at 11 p. 
m,.—at least when “The Crystal Slipper“ is 
being played. This is the mastodonic police- 
man known as Big Steve” (Mr. Stephen 
Rohan in private life). He hates dudes, 
though his good-nature tolerates all other evils. 
“Git a move on pez now, ye milk ’ 
he exclaims as he turns into the alley; 
sarcasin burns into the souls of the despised 
class. They fly from him in different direc- 
tions, and the fairies of the ballet are allowed 
to emerge in peace. , 

But to return to the doorkeepers which one 
started out to describe. Theatrical writers 
have given no attention to these 
humble individuals, yet there have been 
some remarkable characters among them. 
There was one veteran for many at the 
stage-door of Wallack’s in New York whose 
saving habits (in regard to tips, of for 
wages are little, about $10a week) made a 
fortune at the back door, while his distin- 
guished employer made uncertain amounts at 
the front. ft is a fact that this doorkeeper 
was often the elder Wallack’s banker, repeat- 
edly furnishing the money that ran house. 

In Philadelphia the most notable door- 
tender is Roland Reed’s father, who has a rec- 
ord of fifty years at the Walnut. If the old 
man — write his reminiscences of the noted 
actors of bygone days, what an interesting 
volume of gossip it would be! For doorkeep- 
ers know actors without masks on. 

Chicago had one character that would 
rank with the most curious. It was 
Old Sam (Samuel Woodson was his name), 
who was for twelve or fifteen years at 
stage door of Hooley’s. He was a full- blood 
negro and had been a slave. He was an eccen- 
tric, and many old actors were fond of him—a 
regard which he reciprocated. John Matthews 
regularly corres with him. He was 
devoted to Mr. Hooley and would faithfully 
follow all instructions. Remember, Sam,”

If any objectionable character tried to make a 
fuss at the stage door Sam, who was a power- 
ful fellow, would gently carry him out of the 
alley and deposit him in the street.

exportations of goods from Canada for con- 
sumption in the United States. The value of 
such goods for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1890, exceeded $36,000,000, not including goods 
which escaped our custom-houses entirely 
and were simply smuggled into the United 
States. Allowing for goods free of duty and 
making additions for undervaluations, effected 
with the connivance of American Consular 
officers, it is estimated that the value of dutia- 
ble goods from Canada consumed in the 
United States durmg the fiscal year ending 
éast June was not less than $40,000,000, to 
which must be added not less than $38,000,000 
for pure smuggling. 

The loss to the customs revenue therefore 
for the lust fiscal year may be taken at not 


less than $2,500,000. For previous years the. 


loss would be greater, as tha consumption of 
Canadian goods has been declining for several 
years past. In 1882, when imports from Can- 
ada reached their maximum, the loss by un- 
dervaluation and smuggling was probably not 
less than $5,000,000. For the last ten years the 
entire loss to our revenue upon imports from 
Canada is estimated to have been not plage 4

There have, however, been other sources of 
illicit gain open to our Consuls in Canada.

A third source of possible gain to dishonest 
Consuls has been the transit of goods from one 
place to another in the Dominion by the way 
ofthe United States.
